slept through the Japanese anti-air- 
craft fire, unaware that shells were 
bursting over Poolung. along the 
new Chinese bombing route across 
the Whangpoo river from Shanghai 
proper. 


Chinese bombs damaged a Japa 


nese mill on the river bank and 'set 
fire to six buildings. The Japanese 
anti-aircraft fire apparently was in- 
effective. 


Build Defenses 


One foreign area, the Hungjao 


suburb where many wealthy for- 
eigners have their homes, was de- 
clared by Chinese authorities to be 
out of bounds of the International 
Settlement. Chinese were building 
defenses in the district, which in- 
cludes 40 American 
properties, 


mostly unoccupied residences.

Discover New Weapon 


In War on Criminals 


San Francisco —O>—A new meth- 


od of solving "perfect" crimes has 
emerged from the blazing furnaces 
of three California scientists. 


Literally fighting fire with fire, 


the pathologist* in a series of blood 
incineration 
experiments 
believe 


they have ended useulness of fire 
to criminals in destroying tell-tale 
blood stains in murder cases. 


Paradoxically, the experiments 


apparently demonstrated that blood 
not only could be identified after 
heating to 500 degrees or more, but 
that heating blood to such 
high 


temperatures actually offered one 
of the best means of blood identi- 
fication. 


Details of the experiments were 


disclosed today in a report by Drs. 
Jesse L. Carr. Frederick Proescher 
and A. M. Moody to the Journal 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. 


In experiments conducted in large 


gas furnaces at temperatures of 500 
to l.COO degrees the doctors discov- 
ered incinerated blood developed 
a "definite pattern similar to a mul- 
tiple collection of pentagonal rings."

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Falling Needles 
From Evergreens 
Not Disease Sign 


They are Shed Naturally at 


Certain Times, Ex- 


' pert 
Explains 


Assurance that there is no reason- 


to fear that a serious malady is 
overtaking evergreens grown by 
home owners of this state was given 
today by E. L. Chambers, state 
-entomologist, in a bulletin to R. C. 
Swanson, Outagamie county agri- 
cultural agent. 
- The announcement was made be- 
cause of numerous requests made 
of the department of agriculture 
and markers for information as to 
why needles on many evergreens 
are turning brown and falling. 


The needles on the inner branch- 


es of arborvitae. pines and retinos- 
poras are shed naturally every two 
or three years, depending upon the 
species. Chambers pointed out, ad- 
ding that a careful examination 
•will reveal new buds breaking to 
replace the foliage lost. 


When the outer needles turn 


brown during the summer, it is us- 
ually due to red spider injury, and 
this mite can be controlled by 
spraying the foliage with a heavy 
fan spray of water created by 
manipulating the thumb over the 
end of the hose. Dusting with su- 
perfine dusting sulphur or spray- 
ing with a very light bone glue 
spray are also effective control 
measures, Chambers explained. 


Winter Injury 


Because evergreens planted in ex- 


posed locations frequently suffer 
serious winter injury when the soil 
around the roots freezes up a little 
dry, it is recommended that the 
ground around such trees be tho- 
roughly soaked with water late in 
the fall just before the ground 
freezes solid. 


Thousands of balsam and spruce 


trees growing in the forest and 
cut-over land of the northeastern 
countries of this state are dead or 
dying. Chambers said, because of 
injury from unusually high summer 
temperatures occurring over several 
days during the summer of 1936 
when the soil temperature reached 
120 degrees1 or more. Many of these 
trees were brown this spring and 
new growth started on the outer 
top of the branches, giving the trees 
a green fringe temporarily, but 
most of them died during the sum- 
mer.

DOING A JOB AND DOING IT WELL 


In Governor Landon's radio talk Tues- 


day night the Kansan made reference to 
an important but long forgotten episode 
in American history. The people should 
thank him for recollecting and present- 
ing it. 


It was about 35 years ago that the in- 


surance scandals were presented before 
the American public in all their shameful 
details. Only the generation that had ar- 
rived at maturity in those days are fam- 
iliar with that very unpleasant history. 
.The generations that have grown up since 
should not only be placed in possession 
of the facts but would improve their com- 
prehension of public questions if they la- 
bored through all the details. 


Charges had been made, and supported 


no\v and then by some evidence, that fi- 
nanciers with somewhat unscrupulous rec- 
ords had worked themselves Into control 
of the vast life insurance companies of the 
country. Enough had come out to dem- 
onstrate that the smoke was real and that 
en intense fire was burning some place. 


So we proceeded in the sensible and 


praiseworthy steps of all intelligent gov- 
ernment: We appointed a commission of 
Independent examiners directed by a vig- 
orous, clear-headed, dependable lawyer 
named Hughes, now Chief Justice of the 
supreme court. 


Hughes tore away the sodden mass 


that was concealing the fire f'-om the pub- 
lic view. And what a stench arose to the 
heavens! James Hazcn Hyde, president 
of the Equitable, quit America and has 
ever since resided in France. Directors 
of many insurance companies exposed for 
using the treasury to bolster up their pri- 
vate concerns, resigned by the score. 


But 
of course that didn't 
satisfy 


Hughes. He considered his commission as 
requiring him to turn out a remedy; a 
preventative of the recurrence of nny such 
shameful procedure. 


Hughes then wrote what is known as 


the New York life insurance law, a rule 
copied by nearly every state in the coun- 
iry, and under which the life insurance 
companies have prospered as guardian of 
billions of dollars of the people's money 
invested to secure over 60 million policies. 


When Hughes finished his job it never 


became necessary for someone to come 
along and do it over again. Hi; work was 
r.ot performed for cheers nor within their 
hearing. It was the silent and unnoticed 
work of a great statesman performed so 
perfectly that when the depression torna- 
do struck America with the most vicious 
fury ever known the life insurance com- 
panies stood up and fairly laughed at it. 


The point Mr. Landon sought to make 


bccorr.cs evident when one compares a 
great \vork from which has flowered hap- 
piness, contentment and progress, with 
the bungling impulsiveness that has char- 
acterized so much of the New Deal.

A BEAUTIFUL VIEW OF AMERICA 
In Rhode 
Island 
there is a plot of 


ground containing several acres owned by 
a private corporation and dedicated to the 
purpose of horse-racing, a legal under- 
taking. 


Today, against the will of the owner, 


that ground is occupied by iron-hatted 
men in khaki, automatics on their hips, 
rifles over their shoulders. 


These men will not permit the en-

navy officer if the United States 
navy theoretically could go over to 
the Orient and lick the Japanese 
and he will tell you: 


"No." 
That is an interesting sidelight on 


what the government's practical 
minds are thinking about when 
they talk 
of moral "suasion" in 


preference to sanctions and the like. 


The nut of the business is that if 


the navy ever should go 8,000 miles 
across the Pacific to fight a war, it 
would have to outnumber the ene- 
my two to one. And by terms of the 
old, now repudiated, naval limita- 
tions treaty, the United States 
agreed not to build a navy twice as 
strong as Japan's. That was intend- 
ed to make the Japanese feel safer. 


Thus the ratio was 5-5-3, or five 


units of naval power for Great 
Britain, five for the United States, 
and three for Japan. Neither the 
British nor the United States navy 
under that arrangement had enough 
fighting power to upset Japan in its 
own waters. That was the security 
Japan sought* 
* * 
The Present Lineup 


Actually the relationship of these 


three powers is not vastly different 
now, 
even though the treaty has 


been repudiated by Japan and 
maintained 
only in a very hazy 


form by the 
United States 
and 


Great Britain. But the British 
building program will make it very 
different—when and if completed— 
and the two fancy-dress battleships 
ordered by the 
United States 
at 


$60,000,000 each probably will give 
the United States a greater theoret- 
ical edge over Japan than it had be- 
fore, 
although Japan is building 


also.

A "Photo-radio" receiver. 


The photographs were not car- 


ried by airplane. It is possible for 
airplanes to cross the Atlantic very 
quickly these days, but 
no pilot 


could do it in lime to deliver a pic- 
ture within an hour or so after an 
event happened. 


The "pictures across the ocean" 


were made possible by telegraph 
and radio systems of sending pic- 
tures. 


Tests of inventions to send draw- 


ings by telegraph were made as far 
back as 90 years. The first tests were 
not successful, but Abbe Caselli sent 
drawings by telegraph in 1852. 


The great success, however, has 


come during the present century. 
Photographs have been sent thou- 


sands of miles through wire.-, and at 
the end of the journey have been 
almost as good as the original. 


Photographs also have been sent 


without wires— in other words by 
radio. It is amazing how clear cut 
some of those sent during the past 
few years have been. Artists m a 
newspaper office may "touch up" 
pictures which come" in this way, 
but even without their work, a pho- 
tograph can give a good idea of 
what has happened at a long dis- 
tance. 


If we look at a photograph print- 


ed in a newspaper from an engrav- 
ing, we see many "dots." Some of 
the dots are heavy, others light. 


The hundreds of dots in an en- 


graving give us the picture. They 
show the shading, some being just 
a little lighter or just.a little darker 
than those nearby. 


The light parts and the dark parts 


of pictures are picked up and sent 
to receiving stations. 
The photo- 


electric cell has been of great help 
in sending pictures great distances. 
This device grew out of a discovery 
made by a German scientist. Hem- 
rich Hertz, many years ago.

U. S. Acted In 1931 


The United States, as a signatory 


of the Nine-Power licaty guaran- 
teeing the territorial integrity of 
China, expressed conc-"in in second 
Sino—Japanese crisis this year. In 
each caso. the Jc.vr.ic rcnojrccc1 
Japan's invasion, and in each case 
the United States concurred in the 
league's 


Since 1931. the American gov- 


ernment has become directly con- 
cerned in four international dis- 
putes considered at Geneva—the 
Manchunan 
crisis: 
the Bolivia- 


Paraguay depute over the Gran 
Chaco boundary, significant as the 
first major dispute on the Ameri- 
can continent to come before the 
league: the boundary dispute be- 
tween Peru and Colombia in which 
the United States worked hand in 
hand with the league for a settle- 
ment: and she Italo-Ethiopian war 
in which America invoked Us neu- 
trality act. 


On Sept. 21. 1931. China appeal- 


ed to the League under the Coven- 
ant and to the United States as a 
signatory of the Nine-Power treaty. 


Stimson Backs League 


On Sept. 24 Secretary of State 


Stimson addressed the league thus 
"I assure you that the Govcrnmen 
of the United States is in whole 
hearted sympathy as expressed in 
the council's resolution (which call- 
ed for cessation of hostilities) anc 
will dispatch to Japan and China 
notes along similiar line 
" 


It was the first direct communi- 


cation 
from 
the 
United States, 


whose non-membership had been 
a major factor in the life of the 
league from its inception. The next 
month, Prentiss Gilbert, American 
consul at Geneva, sat in on the 
Council's deliberations as an ob- 
server and auditor. 


On Dec. 10 the league council 


adopted a resolution which reaf- 
firmed the resolution calling for 
cessation of hostilities and evacua- 
tion of occupied territory; invited

churia, and appointed a commission 
of five to study the situation on the 
spot.

Nevertheless, in February. 1931. 


Japanese troops bombarded Shang- 
hai. On March 11 the league as- 
sembly passed a resolution which

The 
Lytton report 
exonerated 


China, declared Japan the agressor. 
reaffirmed the doctrine of non-rc- 
cogmtion and made iccommcnda- 
tions f6r a .settlement. The report 
was denounced by Japan, which 
took itcps to resign from the lea- 
gue. 


History repeated itself on Oct. 6, 


1937, when the League Assembly 
gave its moral support to China, con- 
demned Japan and warned of pos- 
sible international action unless 
the Japanese agreed to a peaceful 
Nine-Power settlement of her dif- 
ferences with China. Once more 
war flamed along the North China 
and Shanghai fronts. 


And on Oct. 8 Secretary of State 


Cordell 
Hull, speaking for 
the 


United States, concurred in the lea- 
gue's' condemnation of Japan. 


In league circles hope ran high 


that the collaboration of the United 
States would present a solid front 
against aggressor nations.

The "Bishop Trainer" was in- 


vented by the late Major General 
Harry G. Bishop, formerly chief 
of field artillery of the United 
Stales army, to give simulated fir- 
ing training to artillery leaders 
without the expenditure of costly 
ammunition, bearing his name, the 
device was invented as he lay in a 


hospital and It one of the best of 
the many miniature batteries he 
produced. 


It consists of four small guns, re- 


sembling the four field guns usually 
grouped into 0 full-sized battery of 
artillery. These tiny guns fire a 
steel metal ball about one inch in 
diameter, the propelling force fur- 
nished by a S3. caliber blank car- 
tridge. The guns can be moved up 
or down and are equipped with the 
same sight used on regular -cannon. 
The range is up to 100 yards. With 
this trainer, any artillery firing 
problem can be economically re- 
produced.

Madison—"Be sure to include at 


least one hot dish in your child's 
lunch box," is the advice of 
the 


Slate Medical Society to mothers of 
school children. 


"Every school child should have 
at least one hot dish for his or her 
lunch. If the child attends school at 
a distance from home and has to 
cat iliis lunch at the school, a vac- 
uum bottle may be used by the 
mother in packing hot soup, hot 
chocolate, creamed vegetables or 
semiliquid dishes such as macaroni 
and tomatoes. . Another method 
which can be used to insure a hot 
dish for the school child is to fill 
fruit jars with some food 
which 


may, be heated at the school. This 
method may be used where 
the 


school provides facilities for re- 
heating of food. 


Reheating Food 


"A practical method for reheating 


food at the school can be provided 
by making a shallow metal pan to 
accommodate the jars brought tb 
the school by the children. This pan 
can be constructed by the local tin- 
smith using galvanized iron, which 
will serve the purpose. 
The pan 


should be constructed with handles 
on either end so that it may 
be 


picked up easily. It may be about 
four inches in height, and may be 
constructed to fit the stove used in 
reheating the food. 


"Some schools have in the build- 


ing a kerosene or gas stove with two 
or three burners. In this case, the 
pan can be made to cover the en- 
tire top of the stove. 
The teacher 


should instruct the children to bring 
the food in pint or half-pint jars 
with each jar labeled with 
the 
! 
child's name scratched on the metal 
top. Then when the child arrives at 
school in the morning, the food in 
the glass fruit jar may be left with 
the teacher or the janitor, and about 
a half hour before the lunch perior,

Outlines Purposes 


Six purposes of a will were set 


forth by Wettengel. The first was 
to determine the beneficiaries, the 
second, to set forth definite ob- 
jectives, third, to make an inven- 
tory of the estate, fourth, to.give 
instructions to successors, fifth, to 
construct a plan for the estate, and 
last, to name a successor.

Armin Gcrhardt, In- 


structor at the Neenah High school 
and advisor of the school's Con- 
servation club, reported today that 
the club received 95 pheasants from 
the state Poinette game farm, 40 of 
which were released Wednesdav 
within a vicinity of eight miles of 
the city. 


Fifty-five of the birds, including 


all hens and some males, were not 
released, however. 
They will be 


cooped and taken care of until after 
the pheasant season is over before 
they are liberated. 


It was decided not to release all 


of the birds because it is too close to 
the opening of the season, which 
opens Saturday morning. The club 
received permission to carry out 
this plan from Al Dunham, state 
deputy conservation warden. 


The club, which has released sev- 


eral hundred pheasants so far this 
year, is currently planning a win- 
ter feeding program for the pheas- 
ants as well as other birds which 
don't migrate during the winter. 


In connection with the releasing 


of pheasants and the opening of 
hunting season, S. L. Rickard of the 
Twin City Rod and Gun club, made 
the following statement: 


"Anticipating the opening of the 


upland game season, which to local 
sportsmen this year means pheasant 
hunting, officers of the local con- 
servation clubs urge the hunting 
public to be mindful of the many 
rules which will guarantee this to be 
one of the 
outstanding outdoor 
sports. 


"Pheasants are generally known 


to be 
Wisconsin's highest grade , 


game and table bird. Through the 
efforts to the Twin City Rod and 
Gun club and the juniors sponsored 
by Armin Gcrhardt. and coopera*- 
ing with the state conservation de- 
partment, more than 300 birds have 
been planted in the local areas this 
reason. They are widely scattered 
wherever their is available 'cover', 
which will eliminate the usual con- 
centration of hunters in small areas 
and the dangers from crowded con- 
ditions.
